Without the harbor of Halifax the Dominion 
moat crurablo to pieces, and tbo "British 
Provinces north of the United States grad- 
ually como under the influence of republican 
institutions, and become States and Territor- 
ies in tho Americau Union. " So Bays the 
Bulletin. To ui it seeme rather lato in the 
day for this wonderful change to take place 
so suddenly. At all events tho British 
Provinces have been a long time in showing 
signs of so radical a change ; and as John 
Bright docs not command the English Par- 
liament we do not think he will make a 
great point out ol Nova Scotia's wrongs. At 
last tho Bulletin lets the secret of its wrath 
out. It is tho schema of the projectors of 
the Canadian Kingdom ' to units east and 
west by a Jkritis/i rival ot our Atlantic aDd 
Paoiflc railroad.' Knowing well the power- 
ful nation this scheme once completed would 
baild up, and tbo injury it would do San 
Francisco, tho Bulletin, an usual, sets itself to 
work to misrepresent everything connected 
with the scheme. Let it, however, be under- 
stood that wherever British interests aro con- 
corned there is no paper in the world, since 
tho death of Mr. Nesbitt, so utterly unreli- 
able as tho Bulletin.

Fire EuKiueSt 

Iq tho trials of Fire Engioos made at the 
exhibition last year, Merryweathor's large 
engiue, though very closely pressed by Sband 
<fe Mason's, did beyond quostion perlorm the 
best, and they have been adjudged a gold 
medal, uDd the only ono given lo steam lire 
engines. 

Tbe following rcraarkB embody iho views of 
these gentlemen thomsolvos as to the chief 
uieritnof their engines, and we have adopted, 
almost in Ihuir own aorde, tbe explanations 
they have given of the several points which 
tbey deem those of chief merit in their own 
construction. 

At tho competitive trial at tho Champ do 
Mara ihoir large engine VEmpertur threw a 
massive stream 1% inob diameter to the ex- 
traordinary height of about 200 feet. The 
main (eatureB that seem to huve made this 
system of engine bucoosbIuI in practice 
and in the various comretitious that 
have taken place sinco tbo introduction of 
Btoame firo-engines into Eogland, are the 
simple and powerful boiler and tbe large 
long stroke of the pumps which are employ- 
ed, so that the rapid motion which is so de- 
trimental to all pumping machinery ia avoid-, 
ed. Another feature is the ubsonee of any 
lotary motion to movo tho slide valves, thus 
saving weight 'ind the multiplication of parts, 
us where oranka and eccentrics are used The 
1 Field' patent has provod economical of fuel 
in addition to its olhor good qualities. Thi3 
boiler consists of a lop plate in which aro 
hand holes, and « bottom plale in which tho 
tubes are fixed. Theso tubos, unlike those 
inordinary vertical lubular boilers, do not 
reach from tbe bottom to the top plalo ; but 
having their lower ends welded up, hang 
down as it wero from tbe tubo plate over and 
around the fire. Within each of theso tubes 
a pendant tube is plaoed open at both ends, 
ihe lower end not reaching to »ho bottom of 
the outer tube, and the top end Dtted with a 
capped mouth ao us to assist in promoting 
tho naturally rapid circulation of water

This plan for rapid 
circulation gives out paaelieally, dry steam 
above the water level into the steam Hpace, 
which for boilera of this class is iac.de un- 
usually large being unenoroacLed upon by 
tubes, Steam in these boilers ia got up re- 
markably quickly. In one instance at a 
public trial a pressuro of 60 lbs per iquaie 
iiicii was obiaiced in 6 minutes, and 100 iba 
in iy, minoteu from the time of ligbliug the 
lire, cold water only being used. The aleam 
is ajmost we'll maintained. 

Explosions. 

New York, June 25, 1868. 
Two explosions a week will do, I suspect, 
and that is our number in this city, First, 
one of our steam fire cosines exploded its 
boiler, and right in front of a the itre ! That 
is not tho worst of it, for its seized tho oppor- 
tunity to go on a 'bnst' just bb the people 
were coming out of tho theatre, and it made 
havoc enough in the crowd. The other ex 
plosion was in a fireworks warehouse up 
Broadway. The pyrotechnic spirit could not 
wail until tho Fourth of July. IliB patriotic 
enthusiasm could not be restrained'. It 
know no bounds. It wag impatient unto 
death, and bang ! went off ono piece of fiery 
mechanism, probably from spontanoua com- 
bustion. Bang ! bang ! baiirf ! and oil flew 
the doors, away flow the windows, and up 
in the air wont the passers-by. Then all the 
fireworks in tho storo ignited, and tho roar 
of middle aged artillery is nothing to it. Of 
eourie a grand conflagration was the result. 
Oaly one or two persons wero killed, fortun- 
ately, and iho fire engine explsoiou, on the 
contrary, killed live outright and wounded 
urioviously twenty-odd more. It was one 
of the old first steam tiro engines made for 
New York, nnd wa3 tuken out by a Company 
whose engine was under repair. It stood in 
the Bowery, opposite the door of tho Bowery 
Theatre, uud iho boilera exploded about hall 
p.m. nine p. ni , scattering the steam and 
masses of broken metal in every direction, 
and tearing some of its victims all to piuoes 
The slaughter was horrible. Tho inquest is 
still sitting, under the Coroner, but the en- 
gineer was so much injutod that they have 
u*ot yet been able to take his testimony, 
r iit-y say that tho water in the boiler wax 
Buffered to got too low, and that cold wutor 
being suddenly turned on, tho result was in» 
evitable. It i9 the first ucourrenco of tho 
Kind wa have hud yet ; but why should it 
ho our last ?
